COUNTY ANGLERS 
WELCOME VETO 


Are Glad that Governor Refused to 


Sanction Fish Code which they 


Say was Designed Largely lo Bene­ 


fit the Wealthy Class. 


Many local anglers 
are 
rejoicing 
over the veto 
by 
Governor 
Brum ­ 
baugh of the proposed fishing 
code. 
In his veto 
message 
the 
governor 
said: 
“ We are so regularly changing the 
fish code of Pennsylvania that 
few 
know the law and many unwittingly 
disobey it.” 
The governor remarks that 
while 
organizations favored the code, many 
individuals object to it. 
“ A 
multi­ 
tude of individual citizens, many 
of 
them by their own statements of lim­ 
ited means, who, on 
holidays 
and 
when unable to obtain work fish 
for 
foods, strongly object to 
certain fea­ 
tures of the new code,” 
writes 
the 
governor. 
“They particularly object 
to 
the 
regulations relative to bait fish 
and 
noint out that only rich people able 
to purchase 
live 
bait 
in 
advance 
"OUId fish under this code. They also 
object to the taking of trout under six 
nches on the ground that 
this is 
a 
slaughter of the babies ami in oppo­ 
sition to sound 
conservation. 
They 
vigorously combat the 
idea 
that 
a 
trout once hooked and returned to the 
stream cannot survive. They also ob- 
ect to other features of the bill 
on 
’he general theory that it was drawn 
in the interest of those who fish 
for 
sport ami regardless of the cost 
of 
’he sport and that 
it 
discriminates 
• gainst the poor man who fishes for 
food, 
‘ There is much in the rode to war- 
•ant these protests. 
But 
the 
vita! 
matter 
t hat we are 
so 
regularly 
’hanging the fish rode of Pennsylvan- 
a that few know the law and 
many 
inwittingly disobey it. Conservation 
is a matter of vital 
concern 
and it 
would be well to conserve all our n it- 
iral resourses. 
It ought not, 
how­ 
l e r , be done against the will of the 
•nmmon people and by laws that deny 
to all equal favor 
and 
/'pportunity. 
The solution of this whole matter is a 
campaign for education for two years 
to the end that a new* 
code of 
con­ 
servation and of administration 
may 
!>e drawn 
and 
that when 
drawn 
it 
may have the united support 
ttf 
our 
citizens."
